TOWN WARRANT 


(L.S.) 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Stratham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Stratham on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, 
next, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
two hundred sixty seven dollars and eighty two cents 
($267.82) against the State’s twelve hundred eighty two 
dollars and eighteen cents ($1,282.18) for State Aid 
Construction. 


4. To see if the town will vote to allow one percent 
discount on such property taxes as are paid by August 
15th, or within thirty days from the day upon which 
the collector receives his warrant, whichever is later; 
the date to be printed on the tax bills. 


5. To see what action the town will take for the 
benefit of the town and abutting owners in reference to 
discontinuing portions of that part of the cement high- 
way on the main road in Stratham which has been dis- 
continued as a State highway. 


6. At the request of John Schoch and twelve others, 
to see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) to rebuild and tar 
Stratham Hill Road. 


7. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary as Stratham’s share in 
mosquito control, should the Seacoast Regional Associa- 


tion go ahead with such a program along the seacoast 
area. 


8. To see if the town will vote to repair the lower hall 
and kitchen in the Town Hall, raise and appropriate 
money for the same. 


9. To see if the town will take any action to revise the 
building ordinance or appoint a zoning commission. 


10. To see if the town will vote to install street lights, 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 


11. To see if the town will appoint a committee of 
three to supervise Stratham Hill Park. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. 


(The polls will be open from 10:00 A.M. to 6:00 
P.M. to elect town officers; discussion and action on the 
articles in the warrant at 8:00 P.M.)

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my eighth annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 


The school year 1955-1956 started with the following 
personnel: 


Miss Edna Crane, principal and teacher of grades 5-6. 
Mrs. Bertha Wiggin, teacher of grades 4-5. 

Mrs. Gladys Clements, teacher of grades 2-3. 

Mrs. Hilda Barker, teacher of grades 1-2. 

Mrs. Eleanor Henry, teacher of music. 

Miss Mary Shea, school nurse. 


This is the same staff that taught in the school a year 
ago and the teachers are again working diligently to 
provide a good education for the boys and girls. 


The numbers in the various classrooms vary from 
thirty-two to twenty-six so that at the present time there 
appears to be no enrollment problem. 


The hot lunch program continues to be successful 
under the supervision of Mrs. Hester Jewell and Mrs. 
Naomi Beairsto. 


The Parent-Teacher Association continues its worth- 
while support of the school program in various ways. 


The School Building Construction Law passed by the 
state legislature practically assures the school district 
that it will receive twenty per cent of the annual pay- 
ment of principal on the bond issue for the new school 
in the form of construction aid from the state effective 
next July 1. 


The number one problem facing most school districts 
would seem to be that of finding competent teachers 
when vacancies occur, due to the serious teacher short- 
age. It is estimated that the State will need five hundred 
new teachers each year for the next five years, at least, 
to handle the expanding enrollment and to replace 
teachers who retire or leave the profession. Our two 
teachers colleges, at their present capacity, can provide 
less than one-half of this number. 


Since this shortage of teachers is nation-wide and 
since a teacher is not restricted to a particular area, 
teachers can sell their services wherever they please 
and, like other human beings, tend to go where the 
rewards are the greatest. Salaries are not the only 
factor in the choice of teaching as a profession or in the 
choice of a particular job, but they are of great import- 
ance. 


Educational leaders can see no relief for this problem 
for many years to come. Certainly anything that can be 
done at the local level to improve the relationship be- 
tween parents and teachers and to aid the working con- 
ditions of the teachers is very important in addition, of 
course, to paying decent salaries. 


I call your attention to the reports of the school nurse 
and the music teacher and the tables which follow. 


I again wish to thank the citizens, the members of the 
School Board, and the teachers for their continued sup- 
port and cooperation.

SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 





To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The major event in the school health service this past 
year has been the Salk Vaccine program. All children 
in the first and second grades were eligible to receive 
two injections of this vaccine in the drive to prevent 
Polio. 


The increasing number of children in your school 
makes it more and more evident that there is a need 
for physical examinations of these children. As of this 
writing, Stratham is the one school in our union that has 
not, as yet, made plans for such examination. Vision and 
hearing defects are fairly well taken care of, but that is 
only a small part of the total health picture of each 
child. Hidden conditions (heart murmers, hernia) can 
be found only through physical examination. Where this 
has been done it has paid dividends and the cost is low. 
The small amount of money would be well invested. 


Your dental needs are increasing also. The state, feel- 
ing that it is up to each community to make its own 
plans, will no longer send in a mobile unit to do fluoride 
treatments or other dental work. It will, however, match 
a small sum of money to help in starting a dental pro- 
gram. 


I wish to thank all of you for the help you have given 
and hope that we will have more and better health 
services for the school each succeeding year.
